vel of home built equipment. “He had 
built an eight tube superhet which had 
I.F. stages which could be made regen- 
erative,” recalls John Linden, WK6E, 
“his transmitter was a crystal controlled 
oscillator driving a 35T buffer with a 
25OTL in the final. It was unique be- 
cause Dick had made most of the com- 
ponents. In high school metal shop, he 
had filed aluminum plates for a huge 
tank capacitor. He also made the neu- 
tralizing capacitor and he wound all the 
coils and R. F. chokes. He also wound 
some of the transformers in his rig. His 
power supply was two pole transform- 
ers with their primaries in parallel and 
their secondaries in series. He ran a 
healthy KW on 40 meter CW.” 

In the summer of 1941, Dick was 
working at Fox Studios and attending 
L. A. Junior College. (now L.A. State) 
He had joined a naval reserve unit that 
recruited hams. Every week, the re- 
serve members would meet on a fre- 
quency near the 80 meter band and ex- 
change messages in naval format. 
WKGE continues: “The reserve was 
called up in July of 1941 and I took 
Dick to boot camp in San Diego. This 
was 5 months before Pearl Harbor. 
Dick was sent to several service 
schools and ended up servicing radar 
at Ford Island in Pearl Harbor. He 
was a first class electronics technician 


mate by then. He applied for a college 
program called ‘VI 2’ and was ac- 
cepted and sent to The University of 
California at Berkeley. I had joined 
the Navy in 1942 after I graduated 
from high school. I used to stop and 
see Dick when I was in San Francisco. 
We spent a lot of time listening to jazz 
music at the many places in the bay 
area. He graduated from Cal in 1946 
with a BSEE degree.” 

Dick had always liked New Orleans 
style jazz and Dixieland. He formed 
friendships with many of the musi- 
cians over the years. His favorite band 
at the time of his death was The 
“South Frisco Jazz Band.” During the 
war years, he spent a lot of time listen- 
ing to Lu Waters and his “Yerba 
Buena Jazz Band” which played in a

Exclusive to the Southern California DX Club 


S olar activity will increase slowly and conditions this fall are expected to 
improve steadily as we ascend this solar cycle 23. The projected peak of 
cycle 23 is expected in the year 2002. A noticeable increase in high band 
activity is anticipated from September to mid-October. This fall, the Autumnal 
equinox will occur on September 22, 1998. On this day the Sun will cross the 
plain of the Earth’s equator as it appears to travel from the Northern to the 
Southern Hemisphere. During this period, HF propagation conditions are 
similar world wide in both hemispheres. A similar period is experienced during 
the Spring equinox, which is centered on March 21. 

During September many DX path openings are anticipated in the northern 
hemisphere with seasonal improvements predicted on both 10 and 12 meter 
bands. Watch for openings to southern and tropical areas when Solar Flux levels 
of 100+++. These openings may be expected in the late afternoon toward early 
evening. Greatly improved conditions are expected on both 15 and 17 meter 
bands. Both bands should exhibits similar propagation patterns. With antici- 
pated increased solar activity and higher solar flux levels these bands should be 
the second best DX production. Meanwhile, 20 meters will continue to be the 
best DX band between sunrise and midnight daily. Best band conditions should 
be one to three hours after sunrise. Skip paths up to 2,300 miles on one hop and 
further on 4 and 5 multi-hops. On 30 meters, short skip openings occur during 
the day and the best production will be after sunset and prior to sunrise. On 40, 
75/80 and 160 meters expect conditions to be improved for nighttime propaga- 
tion. Best will be from midnight to sunrise. On 160 meters, expect 1,300 mile 
skips, during the darkness path . This band will improve as we reach mid- 
September. For VHF conditions, E's are expected to be rare, yet some double- 
hop E's and perhaps F2 may occur on 6 meters. 

In the month of September, six meter buffs should watch all 6 meter beacons 
for all possible openings. Remember: Some minor F2 and perhaps E's openings 
may be expected this month. 

September will be a transitional month between the Summer and Fall propaga- 
tion months in the Northern Hemisphere. High bands 10, 12, 15 and 17 MTRS, 
propagation will be fair to moderate. However, expect 20 MTRS to open shorter 
in both daylight and evening paths due to the shortening of the sunlight in the 
Northern Hemisphere. Expect seasonal increased propagation on 30 and 40 
MTRS. However, these bands will experience occasional thunderstorm and 
QRN/QRM. Some activity may be expected on 80 and 160 MTRS during the 
darkness paths. 

Let us now look at the HF bands in general this month : 

2 Meters some aurora (AU) propagation in the Northern Hemisphere when 
K-indices are greater than <4 and the Geomagnetic Field is at Low to Below 
Normal (LN-BN) and Alpha indices are greater than <30 to 50 levels. 

6 Meters Some short-skip may occur. 

10-12 Meters in August one should expect few DX openings, except some 
North-South and tropical areas should be open. 

15-17 Meters will be your second best DX bands. With increasing solar activity 
and summertime propagation conditions in the Northern Hemisphere. If 15 
meters does not open, you can expect 17 meters not to open as well. 

20 Meters will be your BEST band as it continues to during September through 
mid-October. (Continued on Page 9)

listening to the greatest jazz music of 
all time.” 

WO6ET’s garage never had a car 
parked in it. Dick built shelves 
throughout the interior and collected 
radio parts. “He once explained to me 
that it was a compulsion brought on 
by not being able to afford the parts in 
his youth,” WK6E remembers. His 
DX achievements were many, he was 
at the top of the honor roll and he held 
WAZ. 

Dick worked for a time in the years 
following WWII at yellow cab. They 
were just starting to install two way 
radios in their cabs and Dick evalu- 
ated the performance of various 
makes of equipment. He also worked 
as station engineer at KFAC and other 
broadcast stations. In 1949, he hired 
into Hughes Aircraft. He held a num- 
ber of positions there in a lengthy ca- 
reer in technical and management as- 
signments, He was best remembered 
as being a very smart engineer, espe- 
cially concerning RF. One of the se- 
nior scientists at Hughes who was one 
of the people responsible for getting 
Hughes into the communications sat- 
ellite business said Dick was an ex- 
ceptional engineer who had a wealth 
of practical experience. 

“Dick was generous,” Linden re- 
ports, “In 1941 when I was a new 
ham, he gave me a power transformer 
and a pair of 801’s so I could run the 
whopping power of 125 watts on 40 
CW! When I became active again in 
1985, Dick lent me some equipment 
to get started. Also, Dick and Bill, 
WORT helped me put up an 80 meter 
antenna. Even though Dick was 65 
years old, he insisted on being the 
“monkey” and scaled a 75 foot pine 
tree for one end of the dipole.” 

“°Captain Dick’ had a big family,”

ast month, the article about Ted Gillette, W6HX showed him standing in 

front of the Fokker Trimotor, “Southern Cross” in 1932. Here’s a little more 
information about that famous airplane. 

In June, 1928, 
Kingsford Smith a 
made the first ~~ 
successful crossing 
of the Pacific, 
from Oakland to 
his birthplace, 7 
Brisbane, Austra- 
lia in the “Southern Cross.” It took 83 hours, 38 minutes with 
stops in Hawaii and Fiji. 
The sturdy trimotor took him from Ireland to Newfoundland for the first suc- 
cessful crossing of the Atlantic in June of 1930. Following this, Smith flew solo 
from England to Australia.

30 Meters will be better and open for great 24 hour DX to somewhere world-wide! 
40-Meters should remain in fair condition with ever increased summer QRN 
levels. Some openings may be expected in the early evening toward the east and 
south. After midnight openings toward the south and west should occur. 
80-Meters should experience high static levels, however some fair opening may be 
expected during the darkness hours. 
160-meters: it is still too early for this band to be in top performance. Some 
openings may be expected late in the month and into October only hampered by 
QRN static. That’s the band rundown for September through mid-October. 

The data to watch are both 27.5-day solar cycle variations and both daily Alpha 
and K-indices. If you know the solar cycle repetitions, Alpha or A-index and the 
K-index here is what to expect the propagation to be: 


ABOVE NORMAL (AN) K-INDEX= ZERO TO 2, ALPHA=0 TO 7 
HIGH NORMAL (HN) 2 TO 3 8 TO 15 
LOW NORMAL (LN) 4 16 TO 29 
BELOW NORMAL (BN) 4-5 30 TO 49 
DISTRUBED (DIS) 6 50 TO 99 
VERY DISTURBED (VY DIS) 6 TO 9 100 TO 400+ 


The GEOMAG or geomagnetic field is expected to be QUIET between AN and 
HN. UNSETTLED occurs between HN and LN. AN ACTIVE GEOMAG FIELD 
occurs at LN. A MINOR Geomagnetic Storm occurs between BN and DIS. A 
MAJOR STORM occurs at DIS and VY DIS conditions.
